Changes At 
Playgrounds? 


The reliability of counting pro- 
cedures, by which large numbers 
of children were reported as using 
playground facilities, was chal- 
lenged Monday night by Recreation 
Committee members, 

James O’Reilley first suggested 
that the dollar-cost per child 
should be determined, on the basis 
that when only a few children are 
using a playground, it may be 
cheaper to transport them some- 
where else, 

Throughout the meeting, there 
was repeated reference to the 
cumulative totals published in 
other years by playground per- 
sonnel, Members’ said _ these 
figures were totals arrived at by 


adding the morning and afternoon ° 


attendance together, even if these 
were the same children; that re- 
gistration procedures permitted 
and encouraged double and even 
triple counting, 

The point of the survey, which 
members finally agreed to make, 
is to determine whether some 
playgrounds are being fully used, 
and at what times. 

This would then have a bearing 
on recommendations to staff the 
grounds on a more selective basis, 

Instead of being restrictive, it 
was explained that better use of the 
staff could be made, and that more

Need For Direction 


The town’s recreation program, far from being a vital, 
coherent entity, seems to be a maze of confusion and 


never-solved problems. 


A close look at the troubles in that department, during 
Monday night’s Recreation Committee meeting, emphasized 
the belief that direction, firmly supported all the way, 


must be given to the program. 
seven-member Committee, 


The 


and the director as 


well, seem to be squarely in the middle — without the 
power or authority to do much besides talk and recom- 


mend. 


The director is responsible to the manager, who in turn 
must answer to the Selectmen. Thus the latter are in the 
position of exercising control over recreation policy. They 
promise to do this, but have not yet done so. 

We are not sure that the Board, as a whole, has a clear 
concept of the program being recommended by the director; 
the Recreation Committee should make certain that full 
understanding prevails before action is taken. The seven 
members are in a position to explain, even to influence 
the Selectmen. The director, as a full-time employee, can 
not reasonably be expected to go over his boss’s head. 

Until all of the responsible town officials come to an 
agreement — first on what is recommended, then on what 
can be done in 1964 — we can have no effective, forceful 
program for the children or adults. 


There 


has been so much pulling and hauling, and 


politics has become such a major factor in discussions of 
recreation policy, that we hesitate to offer any specific 
suggestions because this would only further muddy the 


waters. 


The only sensible thing now is to have all of the in- 
volved officials — policy makers, employees, advisors — 
talk to each other about the mutual problems. At least 
this should be a start towards better cooperation and un- 
derstanding. Then can come, not easily but only after 
mature debate and discussion, a policy which can be 
easily defined, carefully followed, and enthusiastically 


supported. 


Talents Wasted 


For many, many years, it has been customary for 
Finance Committee members to serve for three years — 


no more. 


On some occasions, of course, it was good to see a 


change, to get a new direction and different thinking on 


the Committee. 


But in a great many other cases, members are just 


reaching the stage where they can contribute a lot to the 


Committee, and then get off. This is a waste of talent, 


and should be remedied. Just as in any job, it takes some 


time to learn the ropes; it’s a shame to allow a man to do 
this, then not put his accumulated knowledge to work.

**Some weeks ago your paper 
published three informative letters 
by Col, Coates, which directed our 
attention to the value of centralized 
purchasing as inferred fromaver- 
age results on a national scale, It 
was reported that 15% was saved, 

**Since that time, a speaker from 
Boston, with much experience in 
municipal finance, suggested that 
centralized purchasing is not an 
unmixed blessing where gross bid 
items amount to less than $3,000, 00 
yearly. With Andover, itis doubtful 
that as much as $400,000 a yearis 
purchased on a competitive bid 
basis. Such items as all public 
utility purchasing together with all 
salary and wage payments are not 
subject to it, 

““Now we have additional 
evidence, this time atthe other end 
of the scale where purchasing is 
very large, that centralized pur- 
chasing is notall that itis supposed 
to be. A. P. Sloan Jr., in his cur- 
rent best seller, reports that after 
10 years of use, General Motors 
gave up that method, Suppliers 
would bid one price for supplying 
an item for the entire corporation 
Then, upon losing the bid, would 
approach a division of the corpora-~ 
tion and propose to supply the 
identical item, but inmuch smaller 
quantities, at a price even lower 
than the successful bidder. At least 
this indicates how difficult it is to 
know even approximately what is 
the best price which can be had in 
the market place under prevailing 
conditions. 

‘*When Andover reaches the place 
where such buying justifies itself, 
it might be wise to consider the 
merits of an independent central 
purchasing agent, elected directly 
by the people, and one of whose 
obligations would be to keep the 
public informed of all its functions 
and accomplishments in accord 
with a directive concerning its im- 
plied powers.”’
